| games: By the which good ſtatute, amongeſt many other thynges, it 
was pꝛouided, that the fathers, gouernours, and maiſters of the youth of this our Realme, fhoulde in 
dfuers and ſund2y ſoꝛtes trayne and bꝛyng vp their youth in ſhootyng in the long bowe, and ſhoulde 
haue fo2 that purpoſe ſeuerall bowes and arrowes, in number and quantitie accoꝛdyng to their ages 
and yeres, vpon ſuch payne and penaltie as is expꝛeſled in the ſayd ſtatute ; as by the ſame ſtatute moꝛe 
at large it doth and may appeare. Ind being geuen to vnderſtande, that foz lacke of due ſearche whether 
euery perſon oz perſons in fourme abouelayde haue bowe and arrowes accozdyng to the tenour of the 
ſayde acte, the ſapde good ſtatute is in that behalte in the moſt partes of this our Realme vtterly foz- 
gotten, and not accompliſhed, we haue therfoze thought it good koꝛ diuers good conſiderations vs ſpe 
cially mouyng,to nomfnace, aſſigne,and appoynt our truſtie and welbeloued Js, CD, to be our Coms 
miſlioners: geuyng them and euery of them full power and aucthoꝛitie by vertue of theſe prelentes, 
in our name, not only fromtyme to tyme as often as neede ſhall require, to make due and lawfull 
ſearche in euery place within our Countie of S. aſwell within liberties as without, al well foz ſuch as 
vſe vnlawfull games, as alſo fo2 ſuch as kepe houſes oz alleys foꝛ bnlawfull games: but alſo whether 
euery ſeucrall perſon oz perſons fo2 him ſelfe, his ſeruauntes, and other youth in his oꝛ their ſeuerall 
houſes, haue ſulficient furniture and pꝛouiſion of bowe and arrowes, and haue and do vſe and occupie 
the ſame accoꝛdyng to the true meanyng of the ſayde ſtatute. Che which bowe and arrowes ſhalbe 
bought to ſome conuenient place oꝛ places, within the ſeuerall townes and pariſhes where ſuch pars 
ties dwell, by the diſcretion ol you our ſayde Juſtices oz other our ſayde Co:nmiſſioners,02 any ołthem, 
there to be viewed and ſeene by our ſapde Commiſſtoners accoꝛdingly. Upon whichſearch, vie we, and 
examination by our ſapde Commiſſioners aboue named, oz any of them, yfthere ſhalbe founde any per- 
ſon oꝛ perſons offendyng, oꝛ wantyng in any the p:emiſles contrary to the kourme of the ſayde ſtatute: 
then our pleaſure is, that ſuch ofour ſayde Commiſſioners as ſhall fynde the ſayde offences, ſhall ſee a 
refo:matton therin, oꝛ at the leaſt pꝛeſent the ſame, with the names and dwellyng places ol all and eye: 
ry perſon and perſons ſo offendyng, and the tyme and continuaunce of they: ſayde ſeyerall offences, in 
wzytyng, vnder they: handes a ſeales befoze you our ſayde Julkices, at the generall ſeſſions of the peace 
to be holden within the ſayde Countie next alter the fyndyng ofthe ſayde defaultes : To the intent that 
you may thervpon certifie vs into our courte of Chauncerie, wherby we may further pꝛoceede againff 
ſuche offendours, as ſhalbe moſt agreeable to the ozder of our lawes pzouided in that behalte. noher- 
koꝛe we wyll and commaunde you our ſayde Juſtices and other our officers aboueſapde, to be aidyng, 
helping and aſſiſting our ſaid Commilſioners, and euery of them, in the due execution aſwel of this our 
Commiſſion, as of the ſayde ſtatute aboue rehearſed, in all thynges as appertayneth accozdyngly, 
In witnelle wherof, we haue cauted theſe our letters tobe made pattentes. nitnelle our ſelle. ac.
